And here we both are, com- 
mitted as partners of France 
while she desperately, and quite 
unrealistically, is bent on holding 
on to an unwilling colony. Not 
only is she committing the un- 
pardonable sin, in our time in 
history of holding on, she is re- 
fusing any compromise which 
might save her face and permit 
a commonwealth solution. 

This does both Great Britain 
and the United States enormous 
harm. 


History Moves 

In this, the last half of the 20th 
Century, history has moved on 
and it is no longer possible to 
defend old-style colonialism or 
racial discrimination. It would 
be much better if there were 
patience and understanding, and 
a recognition of all the elements 
involved. But unhappily, that is 
not history’s way. There 1s not 
time. Those who have a genius 
for government will survive. 
Those who do not will succumb. 
History is on the move and there 
is much less time than there was. 

One reads of those in France 
who say they should send the 
army to take over Tunisia and 
subdue the rebels in Algeria. 
That was the old imperial way. 
It worked well in the days of 
which Kipling wrote. But it is not 
a formula in the last of the 20th 
Century . . . and it was not too 
successful in the first of it.

A second section of the report 
will be made public Tuesday. 

The committee recommended 
that laws be enacted to: 

1. Insure union democracy 

2. Regulate and control union 
funds. 

3. Regulate and control all pen- 
sion, health and welfare funds 
covering employes. 

4. Curb activities of middlemen 
in labor-management disputes. 

5. Clarify the “‘no man’s land’’ 
in labor-management relations. 
This involves problems of local 
business and labor which the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Poard re- 
fuses to handle and which state 
boards in many cases are forbid- 
den to handle because the busi- 
ness is interstate in nature. 


HEARINGS NEAR 


Hearings on bills dealing with 
some of these areas will begin on 
Wednesday before a Senate labor 
subcommittee with Secretary of 
Labor Mitchell the first witness. 

The prospect of enacting major 
legislation in this field at this 
session is regarded by informed 
persons as dim. 

One of the committee’s find- 
ings was that “union funds in ex- 
cess of $10,000,000 were either 
stolen, embezzled or misused by 
union officials over a period of 15 
years for their own financial gain 
or the gain of their friends and 
associates.”’ 

Six of the 11 over-all conclu- 
sions of the committee were criti- 
cal of labor and two were critical 
of business, but the committee 
bracketed the two groups in its

Egypt Hails Change 


As Nassar Victory

CAIRO, Egypt—King Saud of 
Saudi Arabia handed over some 
of his absolute powers Monday to 
his younger brother, Crown 
Prince Feisal. 

The extraordinary change in the 
feudal kingdom's ancient auto- 
cratic system was attributed, in 
part at least, to the bitter feud 
that has been going on openly for 
the last mouth between Col. 
Gamal Abdel Nasser, leader of 
the newly formed Egyptian-Syrian 
union. 

Egyptians generally hailed the 
announcement that Prince Feisal 
was being granted full powers 
over Saudi Arabia's internal, for- 
eign and financial policies as a 
victory for Nasser. 

EGYPT CAUTIOUS 


Responsible Egyptians were 
more cautious on this point. How- 
ever, they felt as did other ob- 
servers that this change might 
pave the way for a rapproche- 


ment between the Saudi Arabian 
court and Egypt's revolutionary | 
leader. 

Official communique from Jid- | 
da, Saudi Arabia's diplomatic | 
capital, said Saud had decreed 
this handover of key governmen- 
tal powers “‘to strengthen the gov- | 
ernment’s machinery.” 

“We grant our prime minister | 
full power to lay down the state's | 
internal, external and financial | 
policies and to supervise imple- | 
mentation of these policies,” the 
decree said. | 


AMEND SYSTEM 


“The present cabinet system 
will be reexamined in order to 
introduce whatever amendments 
are necessary to the existing gov- 
ernmental structure.” 

It was not possible to determine | 
here whether Saud thus had | 
bowed to powerful pressure by | 
Feisal and other princes in the | 
royal household—as Egyptians | 
were ready to believe—or the 
monarch and his family had de- | 
cided to end the absolute one-man | 
authority as the first step toward | 
a broader basis of government, 
as the decree seemed to imply. | 

If Feisal is given powers that |

Tax Slash

WASHINGTON — The executive 
council of the AFL-CIO came out 
Monday for an immediate tax cut 
of $6,000,000,000 to $8,000,000,000. 

In a statement ,the council said 
that a cut of half as large a few 
months ago “might well have 
been a sufficient stimulant to the 
economy.” Economic conditions 
are still “worsening,” the state- 
ment said, and a larger tax cut 
is needed now. 

The statement followed by only 
a few days the recommendation 
of the Committee for Economic 
Development, a business research 
group, for a $7,500,000,000 tax cut. 
The main difefrence was that the 
AFL-CIO called for action “im- 
mediately” while the CED said 
the cut should be enacted only if 
the economy continues to drift 
lower in March and April. 

The AFL-CIO said, “The bulk 
of the total tax cut should be con- 
centrated among the taxpayers 
with less than $5,000 of taxable 
income.”” The CED had recom- 
mended a 20 pct. cut for every- 
body — a recommendation that 
would mean larger dollar savings 
for the wealthier taxpayers. 

The AFL-CIO also said excise 
taxes on electrical appliances, au- 
tomobiles and transportation 
should be ‘‘drastically reduced.”’

Western countries have main- 
tained a hands-off policy toward 
the rebellion, but Russia has ac- 
cused the West of interfering on 
the side of the rebels.

1,354. Leave State’s Jobless Rolls; 
Compensation Pay Going to 47,056

The number of jobless Georgia 
workers drawing unemployment 
compensation payments decreased 
by 1,354 during the first two weeks 
of March, the State Department 

of Labor reported Monday. 
Figures for the week ending 
March 15 showed 47,056 persons— 
6 pct. of the total insured work- 


™ | ing force in Georgia—were on the 


state’s jobless payroll, according 
to Marion Williamson, director 
of the State Employment Security 
Agency. 

Georgia’s unemployed during 
the week ending March 1 totaled 
48,410, Williamson said. A 1,179- 
man decrease dropped the total 
to 47,231 by March 8, he said, 
and a further reduction of 175 
during the following week brought 
the latest total to 47,056. 

Lending additional encourage- 


ment to Georgia’s anti-recession 
fight was the fact that in the 
week ending March 21 the state 
paid out $79,915 less in compen- 
sation than during the preceding 
week. 

Payments reached $903,585 dur- 
ing the week of March 21, Wil- 
liamson said, compared with the 
record total of $983,500 paid out 
in the week ending March 14. 

The state thus far in 1958 has 
paid a total of $9,642,085 to job- 
less workers. State Labor Com- 
missioner Ben T. Huiet pointed 
out that compensation payments 
during all of 1957 reached only 
about 27 million. 

Huiet, however, said he ex- 
pects the record jobless pay rate 
“to level off. Otherwise, we 
might pay out $42 to $44 million 
by the end of the year.”

Gov. Griffin’s veto of Atlanta's spe- 
cial use permit bill is indeed a blow to 
the city’s future and its orderly develop- 
ment. Mayor Hartsfield expressed it 
mildly in declaring he was “amazed and 
astounded” at the governor's action. 

This is another example of petty poli- 
tics at its worst. The governor's veto, 
obviously motivated by pique against At- 
lanta’s mayor, does not affect merely the 
latter.

The special use permit, designed to

Sen. Talmadge Explodes 


A Political Maneuver 


Sen. Herman Talmadge yesterday told 
the county commissioners in annual con- 
vention in Savannah that the Eisenhower 
administration is in a completely bank- 
rupt condition. 

It was an effective criticism and with- 
out question reflects majority opinion in 
the state. Many of those now so disen- 
chanted cast hallelujah votes for Mr, Ei- 
senhower. But here, as nationally, the 
winds of political erosion blow hard. 

Even more important was Sen. Tal- 
madge's further demolition of the termite- 
infested Griffin administration which has 
come to have for most citizens “the rank- 
est compound of villainous smell which 
ever infested nostril.” 

A move had been launched to remove 
John Sammons Bell, chairman of the 
State Democratic Committee, as attorney 
for the commissioners’ association. But in 
Sen. Talmadge’s speech there was a com- 
plimentary reference to the services of 
Mr. Bell, who was described as “my warm 
friend.” Word of this and of the senator's 
firm endorsement of Mr. Bell was well 
known to one and all before the speech. 
The word was “Herman likes Bell.” 

That did it. There had not been much 
real support for the Griffin maneuver 
against Bell. The senator's support blew 
even that out of the water, except, of 
course, for a few diehard gasps. 


Gov. Griffin politically is a creation 
of Sen. Talmadge and the latter obvi- 
ously——although he has said not a word— 


is not. proud of his handiwork. In 1954 
the state was confronted with a situation 
which to a vast number of citizens was a 
nose-holding political choice between Mr. 
Griffin and M. E. Thompson. 

Sen. Talmadge and his friends chose 
what they estimated to be the lesser of 
two political evils. Whether it was in fact 
the lesser will never be answered. But so 
it seemed in 1954. 

Gov. Griffin came to office as very 
much a minority victor. He received 
about 36 per cent of the votes cast. Had 
he not had the support of the Talmadge 
organization, he likely would have re- 
ceived about 20 per cent and would have 
been defeated. 

At any rate, while Sen. Talmadge has 
said nothing at all about Gov. Griffin tn 
public, that one little phrase, “‘my warm 
friend.” tells a story which will not be 
lost to a single (,eorgian who has passed 
as much as the first-grade test in politi- 
cal science.

if it isn’t here already, it’s just around the corner. 


Your first impression of this 
“shooting gallery” which 
stretches from Patrick Air Force 
Base, the launching site for mis- 
siles, across a series of 12 major 
tracking stations 5,000 miles from 
the mainland of Florida to Ascen- 
sion Island in the South Atlantic— 
is one of precise, minute and 
massive complexity. 

It is so vastly complex that 
you ean hardly grasp, at first, 
what Maj. Gen. Donald N. Yates, 
commander of the Air Force test 
center, is talking about when he 
says that in missiles “we are 
only in the advanced stone age.” 

The rocket capacity is at hand 
now to put up a one-ton satellite. 

The facilities and components 
are available today at Cape Canav- 
eral to put a satellite in orbit 
around the moon 239,000 miles 
away. 

It is now practicable for this 
center alone to test as many as 
900 missiles during the next 12 
months. 

What you wegin to realize is 
that outer space is coming at us 
at a terrific speed or vice versa~— 
and that the Sputniks, Explorer 
and Vanguard are just the horse- 
less carriages of man’s travel 
away from the earth.

Few gang members go to 
church. Most Italian and Irish 
gang adolescents are Roman 
Catholics but their parish priests 
call many “bad” Catholics, neg- 
ligent in their faith. Most Puerto 
Rican youngsters have little con- 
tact with religion, although they, 
too, are often nominal Catholics. 
Nor does the church or religious 
faith bulk large in the lives of 
the Negro adolescents. 

The positive influence of re- 
ligion, thus, is lacking almost in- 
variably in teen-age street so- 
ciety. 

In some ways Vincent is not 
a typical gang member. For one 
thing he is a leader. Gang 
leaders are above average in 
intelligence and ability—they must 
be or the gang will not long sur- 
vive. But the facade of normality 
that Vincent presents can vanish 
in a twinkling. For Vincent, like 
the other gang members, is 
“shook up.” Beneath the veneer 
—and not far beneath it—lies a 
disturbed and unstable person- 
ality. 

Vincent did fair work at Avia- 
tion High School. He hoped to 
become an airplane mechanic. 
But he quit school the day before 
graduation in February when he 
learned that because he had a 
police record he could not get a 
certificate. 

Vincent is bitter about this. 
He was charged with stealing a 
pistol from a National Guard 
Armory and he says the charge 
was false. 

“That’s the way it starts,” 
Vincent says. “I’ve seen it hap-

Good Pay, Few Dates

NEW YORK (P?—Teen-aged models and televi- 
sion actresses may bé easy on the eyes, but their work 


is hard on the date rate. 

So says Candy Jones, former 
model and present wife of Har- 
ry Conover. The couple runs a 
career girls’ school which han- 
dies about 30 girls (and a few 
boys) of high school and col- 
lege age. Many of the young- 
sters work their way through 
college as fashion and photog- 
raphers’ models or actresses in 
television commercials. 

“These girls have fewer dates 
than most girls their age,”’ said 
the blonde Mrs. Conover. ‘ 
don’t have time to date. It’s al- 
most impossible to work, keep 
up with their studies, and lead 
a normal social life at the same 
time. 

SEEM YOUNGER 

“They also seem younger 
emotionally, but I find that re- 
freshing after meeting so many 
jaded youngsters,” she added. 

The young models can earn 
up to $1,500 a week, depending 
on the number of jobs they 
take. The average salary is 
about $150 a week. 

Busiest time is May to Octo- 
ber, when models are needed 
for fall TV commercials and 
back-to-school and Christmas 
shots.

Mrs. Conover predicted that 
about five girls will try for 
stage or movie careers, ‘“‘but 
probably only one will really 
hit it.” 

The Conovers look for girls 
with good posture, natural hair- 
coloring, slender figures, big 
eyes, “happy speech,” and 
faces which are “five eyes 
wide.”” 

They advise girls who want 
modeling or TV careers to sign 
up with agencies before Easter 
vacation. 


“CONCENTRATE ON JOB” 


“But don’t try to begin as a 
star,”’ said Mrs. Conover. “‘It’s 
better to get a summer job as 
a receptionist at a local TV 
station or as a salesgirl in a 
department store. Let the com- 
pany know you want to model, 
but concentrate on your. job. 
If you can’t sell to other fe- 
males, you can’t sell to an audi- 
ence.” 

She also offered this advice: 

—Do your home work in Eng- 
lish. You'll need to speak well 
and with confidence to talk 
your way into a job. 

—Dress as you would for 


church. No tight sweaters and 
skirts, rhinestones, or flat heels. 
Do wear petticoats, girdles and 
tailored clothes. 

—Always take an adult, pref- 
erably a relative, along on an 
interview with an agency. 

“Youngsters get so excited 
that they hear only part of an 
interview. If they're turned 
down, they may hear only 
* . .. Too fat around the hips.’ 
They think that’s why they 
didn’t get the job, so they go 
home and diet and sometimes 
do themselves serious injury. 


This doesn’t happen if an adult 
is present.”

It was difficult to avoid reach- 
ing a game contract on today’s 
hand, for North could hardly re- 
frain from raising his partner’s 
opening one heart bid. 

The South hand had an original 
valuation of 18 points but after 
hearts had been supported the 
holding was enhanced by three 
points—one for the fifth heart and 
two for the sixth. The rebid of 
four hearts was, therefore, man- 
datory. 

Unfortunately, however, North 
had the “‘wrong”’ hand. Many a 
dummy containing no more than 
seven points might render the 
contract a laydown. 

West opened the king of clubs 
and when dummy was spread it 
seemed to declarer there was no 
very sound play for the hand. Ap- 
parently he must lose two spades, 
a diamond and a club. 

There were two possible hold- 
ings on which the hand could be 
made legitimately: (a) king and 
queen of diamonds both in the 
East hand and the ace of spades 
right (b) the ace-queen of spades 
doubleton in the East hand. 

South decided to try the latter 
play and drew trumps in three 
rounds winding up in dummy. A 
low spade was led next and when 
East put on the nine, declarer’s 
hope apparently went glimmer- 
ing. Declarer went up with the 
king and lost to West’s ace. West 
then cashed the queen of clubs 
and continued with a third round. 
This gave declarer a chance. 

If East’s original holding had 
been the queen-nine of spades de- 
clarer was now home. Upon ruf- 
fing the third round of clubs, he 
played the six of spades and 
ducked in the North hand. East 
was compelled to win with the 
queen and the diamond shift came 
too late. Declarer won with the 
ace and led the three of spades, 
finessing the eight in dummy. 
The losing diamond was then dis- 
carded on dummy’s jack of 
spades.

Do vegetarians live longer 
than meat eaters? A _ large 
American clinic hoped to answer 
this question after an exhaus- 
tive study of the life lines of many 
vegetarians. Their idea stems 
from the current theory that

animal fats increase the choles- 
terol content of the blood, there- 
by contributing to hardening of 
the arteries. 

This does not occur when vege- 
table oils are added to the diet, 
suggesting that they nullify the 
adverse effects of animal fats. 
Investigating longevity is not as 
simple as it sounds. It is not easy 
to. find. a. group. with. similar 
backgrounds and habits who dif- 
fer only in the consumption of 
meat. 

Heredity enters the picture be- 


cause those with a family his- 
tory of early death due to stroke 
or heart attacks have a_handi- 
cap that cannot be corrected by 
omitting certain foods. 

The vegetarian who drinks a 
pint of whisky a day cannot be 
compared with the meat eater 
who is a teetotaler. 

Individuals who burn the can- 
dle at both ends may die early 
for reasons unrelated to their 
nutritional status. Examples of 
long-lived persons can be found 
among both meat eaters and vege- 
tarians, showing that neither 
practice leads to an early grave. 
It may be difficult to find a 
number of men and women who 
have avoided meat, eggs, and 
dairy products all their lives. 
Even George Bernard Shaw, the 
champion of vegetarianism, was 
said to have’ taken pills contain- 
ing animal liver. 

What would you do if you were 
30 years old and the results of the 
study mentioned showed that 
vegetarians lived an average of 
one year longer? 

Would you stop eating meat 
and dairy products? I wouldn't. 
I need better reasons for elimi- 
nating enjoyable foods from my 
diet. Life is so full of restrictions, 
why eschew simple pleasures? 

I doubt if vegetarianism is a 
factor in raising life expectancy, 
which recently jumped to 73 years 
in women and 67 in men. This 
speaks well of our present eat- 
ing habits. Why go off the deep 
end and resort to dietary excesses 
either way? 

Moderation and variety are the 
keystones to good nutritional 
habits.

He cited the statue 
of Christ overlooking Rio de 
Janiero and the Washington 
monument as examples. 


BORGLUM IDEA 

“The Borglum conception of 
the carving,”’ Gilbert said, “was 
that of a mural, a_ beautiful 
thing conceived by a genius. ! 
believe the cost and time ele- 
ments would prevent us using a 
similar idea.” 

Gilbert said his proposal could 
be completed within three years 

He suggested that on top of | 
the mountain, “We place a. 
crown ... some 300 feet in di- 
ameter.

In these days of “bonus boys” 
who get from $4,000 to $150,000 
to sign contracts after high 
school and college stardom, the 
Herbie Clays, like the Dizzy 
Deans, are a vanishing breed in 
professional baseball. 


All the Atlanta Cracker 
rookie of 1958 knew about base- 
ball before scout Julian Mor- 
gan signed the 19-year-old left- 
hander in midsummer of 1957, 
he had picked up on his own 
around Powder Springs when he 
could beg a day off to go in 
from his father’s farm to hurl 
for the local team or for Henry 
Shaddix over at Douglasville. 


But Herbie, next to the eldest 
of six brothers, had talent and 
Morgan plucked him off the 
farm and took him to Panama 
City to pitch. That was the be- 
ginning of a new world for a 
farm boy who knew nothing 
about cities, big or small. 

It was the beginning of a lot 
of humorous stories about a 
boy who himself is not humor- 
ous at all, only a farm boy who 
wants to pitch. 

Best-known true story about 
Clay is how scout Morgan drove 
into Panama City with him in 
tow, diked him out in some new 
clothes and went into a hotel 
to register the boy. ‘“Home- 
sickness’’ engulfed young Clay 
as he heard the names of Geor- 
gia towns announced over the 
public address from the bus 
station across the street. 


He hopped a bus and returned 
home. Frantic, Morgan didn’t 
locate him for two days at 
home. A persistent Morgan took 
him back to Panama City. A 
few weeks later he pitched a 
game and “took off’ for home 
and to see how ‘“‘our team back 
there is doin’.’’ It did all right 
the Sunday he was home, be- 
cause pro Clay became amateur 
Clay and won a game for Doug- 
lasville. 


Finally, Clay’s parents moved 
to Panama City for the remain- 
der of the season so Herbie 
would “stay and play.” He 
stayed put and played well, 
compiling a 10-11 won-lost 
record and winning three more 
in the playoffs. 


This year, after Herbie was 
finally lured to Jacksonville, the 
5-11 170-pound blond became a 
“city slicker’ fast, but not be- 
fore adding some lore to the 
books on fabulous rookies. 


Shortly after arrival, asked 
in the hotel lobby, ‘“‘who’s that 
man who passes out the meal 
money?’’ someone called Crack- 
er Veep Jasper Donaldson for 
him. Told to come up to room 
617, Clay wanted to know ‘‘what 
floor is that on?’ The first 
days young Clay was allergic to 
elevators and whisked up and 
down the stairways to and from 
his third floor room.

One thing that did catch my eye, is the fact 
that the man behind the counter of any tackle 
shop must not only know his lures, but also the 


gadgets-hby-the<lozens that one manufacturer 
makes and sells for money with which he can 
buy gadgets made by other manufacturers. As- 
suming, of course, that he is a fisherman. 


That’s a rather complicated way of saying 
that some of the fishing equipment now-a-days 
will help to make each of your fishing experi- 
ences more pleasant, while others simply add 
to the weight in your pockets or your boat. When 
the guy behind the counter knows the difference, 
he can save you many angling bux, to squander 
—if you're like me—on something else equally 
as useless. 

In a way, a tackle shop is different from any 
other type of store I know. In most of the busi- 
ness establishments where you buy things, you 
know before you walk into the place what you 
want or need. You give your order, it is filled 
promptly, and you hurry on through your busy 
day. 

Many times, when you buy fishing gear, you 
shop for information as well. You conduct your 
buying on a relaxed and leisurely basis. With 
the gimmick or gee-gaw you expe*t—azd usually 
get—a complete set of verbal instructions. 

You may or may not remember them—the 
point is that with your purchase, you have also 
bought a package of anticipation, a dream of 
bright waters and sunny days ahead, an extra 


pulse-beat that you'll have the jump on the guy 
fishing next to you. 

On the other hand, this tackle peddler, if he’s 
a right guy, gets about as much charge out of 
seeing you walk away from his store with a 
lure, boat cushion, paddle or other angling con- 
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your arm. Fellows have had plenty of 
experience on the water, and they know how 
much more pleasant and profitable it is to go 
properly equipped. 

As many hours as I can spare away from 
this knock-down-drag-out affair of trying to 
scrape together enough pennies to contribute my 
share toward keeping the various »overnmental 
bureaus well fed, I spend in loitering around the 
places where tackle, boats and outdoor gear is 
sold. I've been exposed to the stuff most of my

540 shoreline miles of wooded hills 
make it a thing of beauty. 

But this same massiveness 
makes it a treacherous body of 
water. U.S. Corps of Engineers 
predict a heavy drowning toll 
of inexperienced boat operators. 

Six persons lost their lives on 
Lanier in 1956, two in 1957. The 
heavy influx of boat traffic ex- 
pected this season indicates these 
figures may go up. 

The wide expanses of water, 
unprotected from winds, will be 
rough enough in some windy 
weather to capsize small craft. 
These same waters, on the other 
hand, will be as harmless as a 
small pond on calm days. 

Some idea of its size is con- 
tained in these figures. It is 54 
miles from Buford Dam up the 
Chattahoochee River arm of the 
lake, and 40 miles up the Chesta- 
tee River arm. In Six Mile Creek 
Cove, the lake’s largest open 
body, it is eight miles from the 
east shore to the west shore. 

For boating, two commercial 
marinas will be in operation 
this summer. Holiday of Lake 
Lanier, Inc., has covered docks 
to accommodate 300 boats, a 
launching ramp, fueling station, 
retain provision store and tackle 
shop, boat repair, rental boats, 
picnic areas, and grill and bath 
facilities for boat storage pa- 
trons. It is the world’s largest 

floating marina. This marina is 
three miles north of U.S. 23 at 
Buford, some 50 miles from At- 
lanta.
